not returned and I got no response* Mo and I, perhaps others, then suspected it might bo 
a bit of CIA ganes-^playing* 

I tell you^ about this call in the event something turns up tliat can relate to it and 
30 tliat, if you speak to any other critics, you can ask if th.ey had any similar calls. It 
is in all respects odd to me, especially the content and timing*
